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School 'pamphlet' scored for shallowness 


MLAs from all three op 
position parties attacked 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly's white paper this 
week, calling it everything 
from “disappointing” to 
"pathetic”. 

“This five-page pamphlet to 
me is just a pathetic apology 
for a white paper on 
education,” said Progressive 
Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace. "I expected a 
document in much greater 


depth, with more specific 
direction.” 

‘‘I can’t believe it’s the 
white paper,” said Socred 
MLA Harvey Schroeder. “It 
gives no direction at all; it 
speaks in generalities.” 

Liberal MLA Gordon Gibson 
said the white paper, tabled in 
the legislature Wednesday, 
puts the province back at 
square one in terms of 
educational change. He called 
it “one of the most disap¬ 
pointing things that have

happened in B.C education”. 

The "slim little piece of 
paper” provides no answers 
or ideas to deal with the 
problems of education in the 
province, said Gibson 

A Vancouver education 
critic, Don Wood of the 
citizens’ committee on 


education, put it another way: 
"Mrs Dailly deserves the 
comet Kohoutek award for the 
non-event of the month.” 

The five-page document, 
entitled The Public School 
System: Directions for 
Change, outlines five major 
areas where educational 
change is needed: 


— Redistribution of 
authority and responsibility in 
the school system to recognize 
the central relationship must 
be between the teacher, the 
student and parents. 

—Shared responsibility in 
developing programs and 
flexibility in program 
development so that needs of 


different children are met. 

-Opportunity for suitable 
education should be provided 
to all children. 

—Change in administrative 
organization, with a possible 
combining of some duties now 
done by each of the province’s 
74 school boards. 


—A revamped educational 
finance system. 

The five points outlined will 
be the basis of discussion in 
study groups which will be set 
up, Dailly said Dailly herself 
and deputy education minister 
Jack Fleming will lead the 
public discussion. 

"The study groups will be 
charged with the respon¬ 
sibility of issuing regular 
public statements so that the 
public at large can be kept 


informed,” said the white 
paper 

Jim MacFarlan. president 
ot B.C. Teachers’ Federation, 
said the white paper takes the 
province back to wherfe it was 
a year ago, when John 
Bremer was appointed 
education commissioner. 

MacFarlan said he thought 
Dailly was having a second 
try at prompting public 
discussion about education, a 
discussion that never 
materialized under Bremer. 
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No merger of papers, 
Victoria Press decides 


Victoria Press has backed 
down from its threat to merge 
the city’s two daily 
newspapers when the current 
dispute ends. 

General manager Jack 
Melville said in an interview 
that he was bowing to public 
pressure in making that 
decision, although a study had 
shown that such a merger 
could bring considerable 
economic benefits to the 
company. 


"When we made our first 
announcement of merger in 
January,” said Melville, "we 
said we would do a very close, 
in-depth study and we have 
done this as best we could, 
although there are still some 
imponderables. 

"We can see considerable 
savings, but there has been a 
considerable reaction from 
many different sources.” 

In addition, said Melville, 
the decision to give up papers 


which are 115 and 85 years old 
cannot be done without a great 
deal of soul searching, and the 
matter has now been put 
aside. 

"We have decided to stay 
with two papers," he said. 

The decision was welcomed, 
but without surprise, by Len 
Guy, spokesman for the Joint 
Council of Newspaper Unions, 
which negotiates on behalf of 
the five Victoria Press unions.

Fistful of parking tickets 
ring up to $417.50 fine 


A Victoria woman who 
pleaded guilty to 34 minor 
traffic violations between July 
30 of last year and Feb 2 was 
fined a total of $417.50 this 
week in Victoria provincial 
court. 

It was one of the largest 
totals of accumulated tickets 
to come before the court’s 
traffic section in recent years. 


Bette Huget, 1323 Coventry, 
pleaded guilty to 31 meter 
violations and one charge 
each of no valid sticker, a 
yellow curb violation and a 
general loading zone 
infraction. 

She told Judge Edmond 
Jorre de St. Jorre she had 
been ill and had loaned her car 
to a friend. The judge 


described the friend as "a 
scoundrel” for leaving her 
with the tickets as the car 
owner. 

Court officials added the 
penalties to reach a total of 
$417.50 or, in default, 103 days 
in jail. Mrs. Huget was 
allowed by the judge to pay 
$100 a month starting April 1.

Ross Bay Cemetery dying? 


Declining use and rising 
labor costs may signal the 
demise of Victoria’s historic 
Ross Bay Cemetery. 

But if city council decides on 
closure, the policy will take at 
least 20 years to implement 
because of long-term burial 


agreements that have to be 
phased out. 

Meanwhile, city parks 

committee has recommended 
increases in the schedule of 
burial fees—unchanged since 
1969—to reflect increased 


labor charges and other 
inflationary factors. 

Interment in a deep 7 ft. 6 
in.) grave this year will cost 
$150, an increase of $58. and no 
more burials of this kind will 
be permitted after Jan. 1, 
1975. 


The charge for a shallow (6 
ft.) grave, “new or 
reopened,” goes up from $65 
to $105. 

But interment of ashes will 
cost less, with the proposed 
fee dropping by $2 to $15. 


Tourist buses all B.C.'s 


Tweed Line Tours Ltd., the 
last remaining private 
sightseeing bus company in 
greater Victoria, has been 
purchased by Vancouver 
Island Coach Lines Ltd. which 
in turn, will be taken over by 
the provincial government. 

The latest transaction will 
make the provincial govern¬ 
ment the sole operator of 
sightseeing buses in Greater 
Victoria. 


Tweed Line operates four 
double-decker buses which 
have already been turned over 
to Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines. Another four are on 
order in London, England, and 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer expects the 
provincial government will 
take delivery of them. 

In an interiew, Lorimer said 
he hadn’t been aware of the 
transfer of Tweed Line to 
Vancouver Island Coach 


Lines, but confirmed that it 
would only be a matter of 
a month or so before the- 
province completes its 
agreement to purchase of 
VICL. 

He said tourist buses are "a 
lucrative business,” helping 
to offset the deficit incurred 
by B.C. Hydro’s passenger 
bus service. 

He said he couldn't say 
anything about the price of 
Tweed because the two firms 


involved were still "private 
companies.” 

Wayne McArthur, who 
owned 50 per cent of Tweed 
Line, said in an interview he 
would retain ownership of 
Pacific Commuter Ltd., a 
small private bus line in 
Sidney. 

He confirmed that Tweed 
Line has been sold to VICL but 
wouldn't reveal the price tag 


Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
has been announced by 
Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall. 

Hall told reporters that 
tickets would go on sale in 
June and the first draw would 
be held in October. After that, 
four draws a vear will be held 

The existing Manitoba 
lottery, the Golden Boy 
Sweepstakes, Hall said, would 
initially serve as an 
administrative base for the 
new combined scheme, but 
would later be phased out 

Hall said he couldn't give 
details of the price of tickets, 
but added that the first prize 
to be paid out would be "at 
least $100,000." 

Hall’s comments came 
following the introduction in 
the B.C. legislature of the 
Lotteries Act which not only 
gives the government the 
power to participate in the 
Western Lottery scheme, but 
also to permit a limited 
number of private lotteries in 
B.C. 

Under the act, the 
government will appoint a 
lotteries Advisory Committee 
to oversee the lottery function. 


Proceeds are to be paid into 
a lottery fund out of which 
prize money and salaries of 
committee members will be 
financed. 

Net revenues will be used 
for cultural and recreational 
purposes or for heritage 
preservation programs. 

Net revenue for B.C. is 
expected to be about $2.5 
million a year, according to 
Hall. 

Hall said about four 
additional private lotteries 
would be permitted each year 
on the basis of 
"approximately one lottery 
for each 500,000 people.” 


to see if union members could 
be upset in the first place,” he 
said. 

"I think he backed down 
when we made it clear that we 
want job security for all, no 
matter what decisions they 
might make about the way 
they want to run the papers.” 

Melville also said the 
company has softened its 
position on job security for 
employees to the extent that it 
is prepared to guarantee the 
jobs of all employees who 
were on staff on Nov. 30, when 
the pressmen struck the plant. 

However, he added, this job 
guarantee applied only to 
technological change in the 
composing room and 
stereotyping department, 
where the company is moving 
to new processes. 

It did not apply specifically 
in other departments where 
the company is not planning to 
bring in new equipment. 

If new equipment were to be 
introduced, he said, the 
company would notify the 
union in advance, and 
negotiate on the matter. 

Melville said that, while the 
company wants to reserve the 
right to negotiate in this 
matter, it would honor its first 
undertaking to give job 
security to present 
employees. 

The real stumbling block to 
agreement in the dispute, 
Melville claimed, was that the 
company wants to approach 
the matter by acknowledging 
an obligation to people, while 
the union wants to talk about 
positions. 

He said the company was 
prepared to await staff cuts 
through attrition, but was not 
prepared to consider

Any profits from staff cuts 
would go directly to the 
company, he said. 

Guy said such a policy 
would mean that it would be to 
the company's advantage to 
pressure employees to leave, 
either by offering cash 
settlements or by harsh 
working conditions 
The union is determined, 
said Guy, to allow only a set 
number of jobs to go through 
attrition. 

After that point is reached, 
any savings should be used to 
improve job opportunities 
through such means as 
putting employees on a four- 
day work week or by giving 
increased holidays. 

"Employees who have 
devoted long years to this 
company, who have made 
profits for the company, 
deserve to share in the profits 
of increased productivity in 
the future," said Guy. 

"It’s greedy for someone to 
decide to take all of the profits 
and to destroy job 
opportunities in a community. 

"If all companies thought 
this way, there would be a 
decreasng number of jobs, 
and ultimately no wage 
earners to buy products." 

Guy said that while 
Melville's job security offer 
looks good on the surface, it 
contains hookers 
The technological change 
clause applied really only to 
the departments moving to 
cold type—two of the five 
unions. 

There would be no job 
security for members of the 
three other unions 
Melville also said that the 
job security guarantee, which 
was made on the last day of a 
recent bargaining session, 
would not apply should the 
company decide to merge 
various departments within 
the newspaper operation 
This issue would be subject 
to negotiation as an item to be 
separated from technological 
change. 

He said the company also 
reserves the right to make any 
economic lay-offs it considers 
necessary 

Guy said such a position was 
unacceptable 

"The company would 
simply have to say that they 
were making economic lay¬ 
offs, and our job security 
would be right out the 
window,” he said 
"The unions would have to 
go to arbitration and try to 
prove that the staff cuts'were 
the result of technological 
change, and this could be a 
fine line to prove.” 

The only guarantees that 
have actually been made to 
date have been for changes to 
cold type "Everything else he 
has offered has had hookers in 
it" 
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About once every couple of weeks I set aside a day — this 
being it — for the processing and return shipment of poetry.

A good many of the stanzas that arrive on my Express desk 
have been submitted first to various editorial people, politely 
and properly rejected and immediately sent to this department 
as an appeal from the original verdict. 

I have, as a result, evolved a form of reply carefully 
designed to avoid any opinion on the merits of the verse because 
I have found that amateur poets are very easily wounded and I’d

no more criticize their rhymes than I would criticize their baby 
pictures. 

The subject was brought up recently in the column of Sidney 
Harris, the widely syndicated Chicagoan whose low-key, 
philosophical writing I generally enjoy, but who turned ugly in 
dealing with the bards. 

“Practically anybody who can arrange alphabet blocks to 
spell c-a-t thinks he is an embryonic poet,’’ Mr. Harris wrote. 

“I have learned through bi4*ef experience Rever tesuggest 
that their literary efforts stink, which they do. Only God can 
make a tree, but any fool thinks he can write a passable poem. 

“The dunderheads who bombard editorial offices with their 
hideous hexameters forget — if they ever knew — that poetry is 
a craft before it is an art and that a skilled poet requires as 
much training and preparation as a journeyman plumber or 
carpenter. 

"You can no more write by sheer inspiration than you can 
fix a leaky faucet by inspiration." 


You can't ignore poets, 

they never give up 


End of Mr. Harris. 

Well, now, there may be a bit of truth in this unkind blast, 
but it also seems to me a waste of energy to get mad at poets. It 
is like complaining about people whistling on the street or 
yodelling in the bathtub. 

Amateur poetry, it seems to me, is something special. It 
does not seriously pretend to be craftmanship. The writer does 
not submit it in the hope of payment or fame, but simply 
because he hasn't anything better to do with it. 

It must be remembered that anyone who has been 
embraced by the Muse has no way of knowing he has given birth 
to a monster. It looks exquisite to him. blinded as he is by the 
bitter-sweet joy of creation and so he sends it off to the editor — 
or to me — and that is the end of it for him. 

All he asks is that it be read and that he may get back an 
encouraging word — for which he never, never encloses a self- 
addressed envelope — and who can be mad at that? 


What Mr Harris has completely overlooked is that while the 
poetry may be terrible, and usually is, the motivation for it is a 
shining, wonderful thing and should be rewarded. 

These “dunderheads" and their vile verse are struggling to 
express some personal conception of beauty, trying to pin down 
a transient emotion or some imagined glimpse of the deeper 
meaning of life. 

Often they are groping painfully to put down in words 
somethingmy sterious and lovely, striving to pass on the feeling 
of being suddenly aware of truth. 

They flop horribly, of course. As Mr. Harris says, 
inspiration isn’t enough. Earnestness isn’t enough. The more 
you work with words the more you’re aware of their limitations 
and their obstinacy. 

But it’s the trying that counts. For so long as a large number 
of people are moved by that lofty desire to express themselves, 
and so to understand a little better the joy and sorrow of life, 
then all is not lost.

If the role of the Opposition in our parliamentary system is 
to criticize government policy intelligently, to offer the voters 
alternatives, to point out dangers inherent in new legislation, 
then the people of British Columbia are served verv Doorlv. 

The greatest potential danger of bureaucratic abuse, and 
everbearing government fancying itself as the protector of “the 
little man", is hidden in the still small consumer services 
department, established by the NDP government. 

The risk is not in the government’s intention to give con¬ 
sumers a break in their unequal battle with corporate giants. 
Many dubious trade practices need to be curbed and the only 
way to accomplish that is perhaps by strong legislation. 

The danger is that the government, and not necessarily this 
one, will go overboard and feel compelled to protect the con¬ 
sumer beyond a reasonable point. 

A person should be permitted to make mistakes lest he 
become completely helpless. The accumulation of mistakes and 
lessens learned from them is called experience, a necessary 
ingredient of the intelligent human. 

What has been the Opposition’s role in the debate on the 
estimates of a department that may eventually turn B.C. con¬ 
sumers into a flock of sheep, unable to wander astray because 
Big Brother government will protect them from all big and 
small pitfalls? 

The Opposition played politics. What, they asked, was the 
minister (Phyllis Young) going to do about the government’s 
resolve not to pay interest on overcharges collected from 
motorists under the Autoplan insurance scheme? 

Was the minister prepared, they wanted to know, to look 
into the government’s activities in the market place? 

Embarrass the government is the name oKthe game played 
by the Opposition. They’re even doing a bad job of that, but 
more important, they are missing the real issues. 

Legislation dealing with trade practices in B.C. will be 
introduced later in the session. It is bound to be drastic, con¬ 
sidering the NDP’s commitment to the “man on the street” and 
considering the calibre of the deputy minister of consumer 
services — Bill Neilson. 

The only MLA who touched on the potential hazards of the 
consumer services department was Scott Wallace (PC—Oak 

Bay). 

“I shudder to think about the kind of society we may be 
building where Big Brother government takes us all by the hand 
like children just to protect a small minority from their own 
stupidity,” Wallace said.

That agreement provides 
for a six-lot parcel 
surrounding a swampy area 
that will be developed by 
Saanich into a park. The land 
was earmarked for building 
lots and had a 1972 market 
value of $45,068, which the 
developer considered too high 
to donate to Saanich. 

Because the principals at 
that time constituted a 
sufficient majority to petition 
for local improvement, the 
application was approved and 
the responsibility carried over 
to Engineered Homes, 
Montague indicated.

De Macedo said he is willing 
to give a 15-foot strip 
easement to the city on the 
waterfront side.

Contacted before the in¬ 
camera meeting. Aid. Mike 
Young said city officials were 
sympathetic to the Navy 
league’s position. 

"We’re sympathetic to the 
problem,’’ he said. "They are 
land-rich and money-poor 
"The property is a very 
sensitive one," he said, "and 
very large. It’s single-family 
zoned and we’re not about to 
give away or concede a higher 
level of zoning. We'll have to 
be convinced we have control 
of the project before we’ll go 
ahead." 

Stressing that it would be up 
to council to approve any 


development. Young added. 

"I would be most concerned if 
it was being overdeveloped." 

Young said the land, if 
developed under present 
zoning, was still extremely 
valuable and would yield a 
"sub stantial— amoun t—-of-— 
revenue." 

He continued We re not 
about to pass it over on a plate 
to somebody for double or 
triple profits without getting 
back some community 
benefit." 

He explained. "We would 
retain control by retaining the 
present zoning until we are 
presented with something 
satisfactory." 

Young said any increase in 
density granted would have to 
lx* reciprocated in community 
tx*nefits such as green space, 
waterfront access and a 
“careful balance." 

Young said the “city had 
expressed an interest in this 
property in the past" and had 
been w illing to acquire part of 
the waterfront for a civic 
program. 

He warned, however, the 
site was not on the city's parks 
priority list. 

Asked if the city had 
considered buying the entire 
properly. Young said he 
considered residential use of 
the land a good one. 

He said any purchase of the 
land by the city would be "to 
help sea cadets" and ensure 
the site being developed in a 
manner acceptable to council. 

George Stephens, Navy 
league president, said the 
decision to sell had been made 
after all other alternatives 
had been explored. Because of 
the age of the main building, 
he said, renovations would be 
extremely costly. Building a 
new headquarters, also, had 
been found to be out of the 
volunteer organization's 
financial reach. 


More aldermen urged

Gordon H. Campbell,

The Sidney Review's Save 
the Kangaroo Fund is trapped 
in an Australian legal snare. 

But the idea of importing 
kangaroos to Vancouver 
Island "can hardly be called a 
flop," said fund vice-president 
Stephen Brewer. 

The fund was started last 
January by the Sidney 
Review, a weekly newspaper, 
after it was learned the 
Australian government 
intended to exterminate a 
million of the animals by 
putting arsenic in their water. 

The fund is now up to $266— 
enough to import the first 
kangaroo—but the Australian 
government will not export 
them to Canada, Brewer said. 

Animals exported from 
Australia must be raised in a 
zoo and sent directly to a 


Canadian zoo. The Canadian 
zoo must send a Canadian 
animal, "like a bunch of 
beavers," in exchange, he 
said. 

The purpose of the fund. 
Brewer said, was to rescue 
wild animals. 

The Western Canadian 
Wildlife Association, in North 
Saanich, has already built an 


enclosure with an eight-foot 
fence. arranged with 
Buckerfield's for a special 
feed mix, and weatherproofed 
a bam. The association was 
expecting six kangaroos, he 
said, and Calgary Zoo has 
asked for two. 

Although Brewer has asked 
the Australian government to 
make an exception and allow 


export of the animals, it's 
doubtful the kangaroo 
population in Sidney will 
change, he said. 

The money will likely be 
returned to donors or sent to 
the Australian "Save the 
Kangaroo Committee" which 
is a branch of the world 
wildlife federation, said 
Brewer.

"The people who are going 
to give us this money are 
going to be formulating 
policy." he claimed. “It 
seems we are being led 
around by the nose here." 

The mayor said he was not 
arguing that regionalization 
was an undesirable aim, but 
merely questioning the whole 
rationale for bringing the 
library system under the 
regional district umbrella. 

Library director Donald 
Miller said he could 
understand Pollen’s concerns, 
but pointed out that some kind 
of library board embodying 
full local representation would 
still administer the system 
when it came under regional 
jurisdiction. 

“I don’t think the 
administration of the library 
service would be any further 
removed than it is today," he 
said, in refjly to Pollen's 
contention that the 
administrative level would be 
moved "one step away" from 
the people being served. 

Miller echoed one of 
Pollen’s own favorite themes 
when he said the biggest 
problem facing municipalities 
today stems from trying to 


finance all necessary services 
through property taxation. He 
said the provincial 
government had given a dear 
indication to library boards 
that regionalization would 
release provincial assistance 
initially “very large" 
funding and, once the systems 
are established, grants 
representing at least 20 per 
cent of operating budgeLs. 

The provincial grant to the 
GVLB this year for 
development of library 
services is $60,000. That, said 
city finance committee 
chairman Aid. Tom Christie, 
is "not very good " 

Christie asked if any "fat" 
could be pared from the 


board's $1.3 million 1974 
budget, but was told that any 
deletions would result in 
deferment of certain key 
projects and a general decline 
in service. 

Defending the 16.3 per cent 
increase over last year’s 
Ixidget, board vice-chairman 
Gordon Hutcheson declared: 
"The municipalities through 
the board are receiving good 
service to the public at low 
cost." 

The city's share of the 
budget has risen from $384,000 
last year to $453,650. Finance 
committee referred 
consideration of the budget to 
full council, without 
recommendation.

Search for spirit bears fruit 


A Victoria man says he has 
had the experience of 
witnessing the presence of the 
Holy Spirit. 

He said it happened last 
weekend at the United Church 
Men’s Christian Coastal 
Conference at The Firs in 
Bellingham.

The man is Charlie Shave. 

"It was awesome, 
indescribable, electrifying 
and yet there was a calmness, 
peace and gentleness," he 
said in an interview this week. 

"I feel these adjectives are 
totally inadequate to describe 
the presence," he went on. 

Shave said he had gone to 
the conference "searching." 


"In fact. I have been 
searching for most of my life. 
I’m a very dogmatic person. I 
guess it's because of my news 
background." 

Shave is a former CBC news 
editor and managing editor of 
the Alberni Valley Times in 
Port Alberni and now is a 
public information officer for 
the provincial government. 

The first night of the 
conference, after the opening 
address by provincial 
archivist Willard Ireland. 
Shave attended a group 
discussion on the Holy Spirit 
where several men told of 
experiences they had had 

"I told the group that I 


wondered why nothing like 
this happens to me." Shave 
recalled. "I told them that I 
believe Christ died for me on 
the Cross. What gives?' I 
asked, but nobody had the 
answer.” 

Next morning, in another 
group, he asked the same 
question. He told his listeners 
that he had intellectual assent 
but no experience. 

Willard Ireland was in the 
same group and they talked 
about religion in general. 

After lunch. Shave went to 
his room and fell asleep 

"Upon waking," he 
reported. "I felt a presence in 
the room which was 
completely indescribable. I

iolded hands and thijiking how 
inadequate I am. I am 
nothing." 

He described the presence, 
which wasn't visible, as 
"warm, gentle, peaceful, 
electrifying." 

He dropped to his knees and 
said, very weakly. “I 
believe." 

"At the same time, a surge 
of feeling went through my 
chest from shoulder to 
shoulder and the words I am 
here, if you will accept” just 
seemed to pass through n.e" 

He went in search of Ireland 
and told him what he had 
experienced, adding that he 


felt people had been praying 
for him. 

"There were," was the 
reply. "You had guts enough 
to state your need this 
morning and 1 prayed for 

you." 

Shave said this week that a 
change has come over him. "I 
feel free, completely free I 
am filled with rejoicing and 
gratitude I no longer worry 
about material things such as 
a job or money. I’m sure there 
will be problems but I feel 
plugged into a power now 
which I can call on any time 
for help." 

He told the assembled 
delegates to the conference of 
his experience "If you had 


told me a month ago that I was 
to get up before about 70 men 
and tell them that, I would 
have sunk through the floor." 

After he told his story, he 
asked Ireland just what he 
had prayed to the Holy Spirit 
on his behalf The reply was; 
"You’re not going to believe 
this, brother, but I simply 
asked Him to give you a good 
shaking up." 

The change in Shave has not 
gone unnoticed at home, he 
said. 

"My youngest daughter 
asked my wife ‘How come 
everyone is so nice around 
here now. Dady is much 
nicer.’ She’s five years old."

Fuel costs could ground 
the Concorde for good 


PARIS — Soaring fuel costs 
are threatening to put the 
Concorde ip jpQthballs. f° r 

good-' 

The droop-nosed British- 
French supersonic airliner 
has been a white elephant 
since its conception in 1962 
and now buyer disinterest has 
prompted the French to 
propose a cutback in 
production to four or five 
planes a year. 

That’s about half the 
production schedule Concorde 
was supposed to have reached 
several months ago. 

Sixteen Concordes are on 
the assembly line but only 
nine have been sold, the only 
buyers being Air France and 
British Airways. The world’s 
other airlines have cancelled 
their options to buy. 

What went wrong? 

Expected to be a first-class- 
only plane, the Concorde will 
carry only about 108 
passengers and burns two or 


three times the fuel of a 
conventional jet. 

Moreover, the high-speed 
plane emits an ear-splitting 
roar on taneoff and poses the 
same theoretical threat to the 
stratosphere that helped kill 
the American ’ supersonic 
transport. 

Its range is less than 4,000 
miles, making trans-Atlantic 
flights possible from London 
or Paris but eliminating 
longer non-stop flights from 
Tokyo, Rome, Frankfurt or 
Sydney.

fuel tanks. But Lufthansa, one 
of the airlines which was 
supposed to have rekindled 
interest because of the 
mod if i cation, remains 
unimpressed. 

“The possibilities of im¬ 
proving the aircraft are very 
iimited,’’ says Keinhard 
Abrahams, Lufthansa's 
technical director. “If Con¬ 
corde was not dead in the last 
year, it was definitely killed 
by the rapid expansion of fuel 
prices.” 

Unless some buyers turn up, 
neither Britain nor France 
can afford to keep on building 
Concordes. Development 
costs, shared by the two 
countries, have ballooned 
from $360 million when the 
project started to a total of 
nearly $3 billion. 

Even more money must be 
spent on improvements but 
neither France nor Britian is 
keen on the idea. Economic 
problems and the recent 
election have all but forced 
Britain to forget it. 

Ironically, the British 
government may have to stick 
with the Concorde. Trade 
union opposition to a pullout 
could prevent scrapping of the 
plane. 

But without some new 
buyers, the end is in sight. 


GENEVA, Switzerland - 
The Palestinians should be 
guaranteed official status on 
all levels and forma) op¬ 
portunity to express their 
view freely about their future, 
according to the World 
Council of Churches. 

A statement on the Middle 
East, issued by the executive 
committee of the council at 
the conclusion of a five-day 
meeting in Bad Saarow, 
stated: “To achieve lasting 
peace with justice in the 
Middle East it is imperative to 
assert the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians and to urge 
the immediate im¬ 
plementation of these rights.” 

The statement recalled that 
the council’s central com¬ 
mittee in 1969 stressed the 
need for “both redressing the 
injustice done to the 
Palestinian people as well as 
providing guarantees for the 
existence of the state of Israel 
in the context of the im¬ 
plementation of the ap¬ 
propriate United Nations 
resolution." 

Noting that current 
negotiations have given new 
hope for resolving the con¬ 
flicts in the Middle East, the 
committee said “it is of the 
first importance that the 
rights of the Israeli Jews and 
the implementation of the 
rights of the Palestinians 
should not lead to injustice to 
either people.” 

On the holy places in 
Jerusalem, the committee 
noted that most of them 
belong to member churches of 
the world council, specifically 
the Eastern Orthodox and the 
Oriental Orthodox. 

It requested Dr. Philip 
Potter, general secretary, to 
investigate “problems that 
might develop in regard to the 
future control of these places 
as a result of international 
negotiations in the Middle 
East." 

The executive committee 
also called attention to the 
world food crisis as a matter 
of urgent and grave concern to 
the churches. 

“Without some cutback in 
the rate of consumption of 
both food and energy by the 
rich everywhere with a view 
to the fairer distribution ot the 
world's resources among the 
human family, the poor will 
face increasing misery." the 
committee said.

"That (McManaman’s foul- 
out) hurt us,” Bate continued.

It ended a season which 
started out extremely well for 
the Rams. They rattled off 13 
straight in the Victoria league 
before dropping the season¬ 
ending contest to Oak Bay, 
forcing a sudden-death game 
for the league title. 

That one ended up with the 
Bays winning and the Bays 
also captured the Vancouver 
Island title by beating the 
Rams in the finals.

When the Suez Canal was blocked and oil supplies to Britain 
almost dried up. drivers turned to drink to keep their cars 
running. 

Newspapers ran photos of strucken motorists pouring 
bottles of Scotch and other spirits into their fuel tanks. 

But however desperate the situation, no one dared pour 
water into the tank — until an Austrian inventor found you could 
get away with it and even improve mileage. 

Back in 1953 Joseph Scherz discovered a way to combine gas 
and water using what chemists call an emulsifying agent. 

Tests carried out with the Scherz emulsifier in Vienna a few 
years later were quite remarkable 

A mixture of 69 per cent low grade gasoline and 31 per cent 
water enriched with the chemical was tried out in a new 
Volkswagen engine. 

It produced a 20 per cent saving of gas while giving a normal 
performance, provided the engine was run within prescribed 
temperature limits. 

But in those days there was little fear of a gas shortage and 
there was no commercial interest in the Scherz experiment. 

The recent shortage, though, caused a scurry for ways to 
save gas and improve mileage and so Scherz’s son and 
daughter, who inherited the patent, have been beseiged by of¬ 
fers from all over the world. 

They believe that further experiments could lead to an 
improved gas-water mixture enabling cars to run more ef¬ 
fectively on cheaper fuel. 

Jet aircraft engines are injected with water to increase 
efficiency and there are grounds for pursuing the invention with 
the emphasis on car engines. 

A major oil company has admitted that mixing gas and 
water was feasible and that several emulsifying agents were 
now known. 

Experiments are now being carried out in America and, at a 
symposium organized by Britain’s Institute of Mechanical 
Engineers, it was stated that the Americans found the precise 
•addition of water to gas not only made a car engine run more 
efficiently but substantially reduced exhaust products which 
cause pollution. 

The car engine had to be adapted to receive the mixture and 
the only snag appeared to be that if the water supply (about 26 
per cent of the gas) failed, the new engine could not run on gdfc 
alone.

It’s a case of “Hooray, up 
she rises,” when Alberni area 
loggers take to the woods 
these days. 

In remote areas, when a 
tree is felled and bucked, a 
helicopter comes along to 
lassoo it and fly it to water or a 
land sorting area. 

It’s part of an experimental 
program by MacMillan 
Bloedel Ltd. to get logs out of 
inaccessible areas. 

The program, designed to 
determine costs, is expected 
to last three to five weeks, 
according to Dave Turner, 
MB vice-president of logging. 

“The ever-escalating costs 
of road development into our 
timber areas and the high 
costs of crew transportation 
have made us take a look at 
some other method of 


extricating the wood,” said 
Turner. 

The company is also hoping 
to use helicopters in logging 
small patches of mature 
timber left behind by earlier 
logging operations. 

“With a helicopter we can 
go in and take out some of 
these small patches which 
otherwise could not be 
harvested because they are 
surrounded by second-growth 
timber in reforested areas,” 
he said. 

The Alberni experiment is 
not a first in B.C. 

Helicopter logging has been 
tried before but with limited 
success, due primarily to the 
small size of helicopters used. 

Larger machines now in use 
have increased lifting 
capacity and lowered costs, 
says Turner.

MB has hired Okanagan 
Helicopters Ltd. to help carry 
out the experiment, and 
Okanagan has supplied a 
giant Sikorsky S-61L with a 
lifting capacity of 8,000 
pounds. 

Ken Blackwood, of 
Okanagan, said the $2.2 
million Sikorsky was designed 
primarily as a passenger 
aircraft with a capacity of 30 
persons. 

For the logging work, the 
machine has been stripped 
down and all the seats have 
been removed along with the 
interior liner and some 
unneeded instruments to give 
the helicopter a higher lifting 
capacity* 

“We’re positive the 
helicopter can do the job on an 
economic basis,” said 
Blackwood. 

At Alberni the loggers have 
been falling and bucking logs 
to a maximum 7,500 to 8,000 
pound weight. 

The helicopter moves over 
carrying a hook suspended by 
a 150-foot long cable. 

On the ground the 
chokerman sets the choker on 
the log, and the choker is then 
hooked to the line to be carried 
away by the helicopter. 


At the sorting area the log is 
lowered and the choker is 
released from the hook 
electronically from cockpit 
controls. 

At present, logs are being 
moved to a land sorting 
ground, with the helicopter 
making about 25 trips an hour 
over the 2,600-foot distance. 

In another 10 days the logs 
will be taken from stump to 
water a distance of about 2,000 
feet. 

Blackwood said this means 
the helicopter moves a 7,500- 
pound log every three 
minutes. 

MB is not moving into 
helicopter logging on a large 
scale as yet. According to a 
spokesman, future 
involvement will depend upon 
an analysis of the Port Alberni 
program.

become the "in” thing with 
the arty set. 

But on Vancouver Island, 
it’s the practical instinct of the 
pioneer that prevails, making 
the stoves a popular but rare 
commodity. 

There was a time when a 
rusting stove could be bought 
cheaply in most of the second¬ 
hand stores along Johnson. 

Now the proprietors say 
they could get rich if they 
could find a cache of them. 

Palmer’s Stove Store hasn’t 
had one in stock since last 
September when people 
started worrying about the 
energy crisis. They sold for 
|75 to $125. 

The old stoves don’t have to 
be an objet d’art to entice 
buyers. 

A nickel-plated coal and 
wood burner, with no claim to 
any lineage worth noting, 
brought $325 at a recent Olde 
Towne auction sale. 

In every store visited by an 
Express reporter it was the 
same story: You want an old 
wood stove? You have to be 
kidding! 

Stores that carry 
reproductions of old pot¬ 
bellied burners, Franklin 
stoves and other antiques, 
also do a booming business— 
when they have them 

A spokesman for Victoria 
Fireplace Shop Ltd. said: 
‘‘It’s not just because they’re 
arty that people buy wood 
stoves. All kinds of people 
want them—people with 
cabins, hippies, people who 
want them as garbage 
burners in their basement. As

for the little box stoves, they 
grab them up as soon as we 
get them.” 

He explained that up-Island 
and Gulf Island residents 
make up the bulk of his 
customers, spurning 
handsome electric jobs. 

These buyers are joined by 
Victorians attracted by the 


store s slogan—'•Live 
Modem-Burn Wood." 

Even those who once 
spurned the wood-swallowers 
are changing their attitude. 

"One man who came in 
from the Gulf Islands told me 
that not too many years ago he 
and his friends took them out 
in boats to dump them 
because they didn’t know how 
else to get rid of them,” the 
spokesman said. 

He pointed to a big cook 
stove, obviously just out of its 
packing crate. 

"That one weighs 400 
pounds.” he said, "and has 
been sold to a couple who have 
built a new home on one of the 
Gulf Islands.” 

The stove-buying mania is 
repeated in other North 
America centres but not for 
the same reasons. 

New York’s arty set use 
them to create individuality in 
their surroundings. Designer 
Shirley Regendahl, foY 
example, has a white 
enamelled Belgian stove in 
the dinning room of her 
highrise. 

She uses it to keep all her 
telephone books behind its 
filigreed dbors.

Prospect Lake artist 
wants wider clientele 


Prospect Lake artist 
Herbert Siebner knows his 
latest idea may cause some 
rumblings in artistic circles 
but it makes a lot of sense tc 
him. 

He has put together a small 
booklet, about 4 by 54 inches, 
with miniature reproductions 
of a selection of his original 
graphics. 

He calls it a Studio-Home- 
Gallery and also refers to it as 
his Letter Box Gallery. More 
than 300 copies have gone to 
art galleries and private 
collectors around the world. 

Siebner isn't worried that 
some may consider the 
venture too commercial or 
say it just isn't done. 

“I want to reach a wider 
clientele,” he said in an 
interview. “University 
galleries, art galleries and 
collectors in Europe, Japan, 
North America, Australia and 
New Zealand.” 

Prints are easily 
transportable, he said, (he 
will mail them unmounted, in 
tubes), and there are 
sophisticated art collectors in 
the world who are possible 
clients for his prints, of which 
he has more than 5,000. 

“A print shows more of an 
artist's form language and is 
usually a more intimate 
expression,” Siebner 
explained. "A collector of 
graphics is more sure of 
collecting good works of art. 
An artist usually chooses 
subjects for his graphics that 
he is fond of and that he has 
worked over many times.” 


printed and signed by the 
artist and most are priced 
from $40 to $100. The largest is 
6 by 2 feet and is an artist’s 
proof on linen of what Siebner 
calls a life-size book scraffito- 
stone print, which is in the 
collection of the city of 
Victoria. It sells for $175. 

The artist’s well-known 
themes of horses, centaurs, 
giants, crowds and sun 
goddesses are well 
represented in the collection. 

Siebner was born in Stettin, 
Germany, in 1925, studied at 
the Berlin Acadeny, and 
came to Canada in 1954. He 
has had one-man shows across 
Canada, in the U.S. and in 
many European capitals. 

He has won several awards 
in graphics, sculpture and 
painting, a Canada Council 
grant and was guest of honor 
at the academy in Germany. 
He became a member of the 
Royal Canadian Academy last 
year. 

The artist is not averse to 
rocking the boat when he feels 
it needs it. 

Four years ago he took his 
pictures out of galleries. 

“It was a ridiculous 
situation," he said. “Artists 
just can’t afford to exhibit the 
way it was.”

“I had a show in Montreal 
once," he said, "and itco6t me 
about $1,500.

The Saanich board intends 
to convert its junior htghs into 
so-called "middle" schools, 
containing Grades 6 through 8. 
First such conversion was 
North Saanich junior 
secondary, which became a 
middle school in September. 

Sooke school board last 
month approved a two¬ 
pronged policy for changing 
high schools. 

Belmont-Fisher secondary 
school became a 1 , 600 -student 
Grade 8 through 12^school in 
September, and Dunsmuir 
junior secondary will be 
converted to one by 
September 1975. 

But in the long run the board 
wants both schools to become 
Grade 10 through 12 high 
schools, with new junior highs 
including Grade 7 through 9. 

The high school structure 
the three boards are 
abandonging has been around 
since publication of the Chant 
report on education in 1962. 

The report proposed a three- 
grade junior high school 
where students would be given 
a chance to explore different 
subject areas, and a two- 
grade senior high where 
students would specialize in 
one area of study. 

That system hasn't worked 
so well, said Eric Lewis, 
superintendent of schools for 
Saanich school board. 

Junior high students haven’t 
always had the freedom to do 
the exploration they were 
supposed to, he said. 

And once they're in senior 
high, students are often 
streamed too rigidly into one 
area of study, said Lewis. If 
they find they’re in the wrong 
program they don’t have time 
in two years to switch to 
another. 

“You need more than two 
years to get continuity of 
programs,” he said. 

Dr. John Wiens, director ot 
instruction in Greater 
Victoria district, said he 
would prefer schools that went 
from kindergarten through 
Grade 12, and even included 
junior colleges. 

"I think we’ve created a bit 
of a monster by pretending 
that children learn only with 
children of their own age.” 
said Wiens. In a school with 
children of all ages, the 
younger and older ones could 
learn from each other, he 
said.

A delightful one-act political 
drama was performed this 
week in the office of the 
official opposition leader and 
no one enjoyed the 
performance more than the 
director himself. 

Hill Bennett grinned and 
chuckled and was close to 
rubbing his hands with glee as 
he presented his latest 
protege. 

The new star was Graeme 
Roberts, an ideal player lor 
the political stage. Handsome, 
bow-tied and a youngish 43. 
Roberts' only shortcoming is a 
bonus on the Social Credit 
credits—he’s a car dealer 

The performance was billed 
as Bennett’s "first formal 
press conference’’ and while 
the plot was embarrassingly 
thin, the acting was superb. 

Roberts, so the story went, 
had only moments before 
taken out a membership in the 
Social Credit party. 

The twist was the 18 months 
ago Roberts was an 
unsuccessful Conservative 
candidate in Nanaimo. 

After watching the NDP 
government inaction, Roberts 
told the audience of reporters, 
he had decided the Social 
Credit party is the best vehicle 


lor doing away with the 
socialist hordes. 

Roberts will not be burning 
his membership card in the 
Conservative party since, he 
said, he will continue to 
support the Conservatives 
federally. 

The new convert finds "no 
ideological differences’’ 
between the Conservatives 
and the revived Socred group 
under the younger Bennett. 

"Bill Bennett has emerged 
as a sound and qualified 
leader, his theme of unity in 
the two recent by-elections is 
the only way to go.” said 
Roberts in a prepared 
statement < prepared by 
whom, one might well ask). 

‘There is no need lor 
coalition when you have 
thousands wanting to work 
toget her —coa lition is 
comprom ise — unity is 
strength.” 

Delivered in thunderous 
tones, the words might almost 
have sounded frightening, but 
written in a dreary press 
release they were hardly 
noticed. 

In fact, the scribes gathered 
for the performance were 
noticably unconvinced. 


But Bennett continued to 
cluck with pride Roberts, he 
predicted, is only the first of 
many who will be rushing to 
join the Socreds from other 
political parties. 

The entire affair was an 
orchestrated non-event, but 
Bennett continued to smile 
because he had pulled off an 
excellent political move and 
he knew it. 

The recent flurry over 
formation of a new, unified 
opposition party posed a 
threat to' his short tenure as 
opposition leader and he 
needed to move quickly and 
surely to confirm himself as 
the head of any free- 
enterprise opposition party.

Skyline logging 
seminar topic 


The advantages of "skyline 
logging" will be discussed at a 
mountain logging systems 
seminar March 28-29 in 
Castlegar. 

Skyline logging is the 
method of removing timber 
from the forest by cable 
suspended between two points 
on the terrain. The biggest 
advantage of the system is 
that the bimber is lifted clear 
off the ground without 
disturbing the forest floor as is 
inevitable when logs are 
dragged along the ground. 

The system is of particular 


interest to B.C. because much 
of the province’s timber grows 
on steep mountain slopes and 
removal by traditional means 
often creates serious damage 
to the forest environment. 

Last year. B.C. Forest 
Service sent a forester to 
Norway, Austria and 
Switzerland to investigate 
methods used by those 
countries in steep-slope 
logging. 

Hans Waelti came back with 
recommendations to 
experiment with skyline 
logging.

He stressed that 
municipalities will not have to 
underwrite the scheme: the 
provincial government will 
pay to municipalities the 
amount deferred by property 
owners. 

Eligible for the full 
deferment scheme are 
persons aged 65 or over, 
widows, blind, disabled or 
otherwise handicapped 
persons. Under the provisions 
of the act, they must have 
resided in B.C. for at least one 
year. 

The deferred amount of 
taxes plus 8 per cent interest a 
year must be repaid when the 
property is sold or the owner 
dies. Repayment need not be 
made if the property is 
transferred to the surviving 
spouse. 

Eligible for the partial tax 
deferment are small 
businessmen whose 1974 
property taxes increased by 
more than 20 per cent over 
1973 taxes. To qualify for the 
scheme, they must have land 
and improvements not 
exceeding a value of $500,000. 


have held title to the property 
on Dec. 31. 1973. and lx* paid 
up in their 1973 tax bill. 

The amount that can lx* 
deferred is based on a sliding 
scale. In 1974, property 
owners may defer 85 per cent 
of taxes above a 20 per cent 
increase over 1973. By 1979. 
only 10 per cent of all taxes 
over 120 per cent of the 1974 
level may be deferred and no 
further deferment will be 
possible in 1980. 

Property tax increases 
resulting from physical 
changes in the property, such 
as new construction, may not 
be deferred. 

Owners of vacant home 
sites may also defer their 
taxes on the same 85 per cent 
scale as small businesses. The 
deferment will only apply to 
owners of vacant property 
who plan to build homes. 

The deferral cannot 
continue if the vacant 
residential land is not built on 
and used for residential 
purposes within 10 years, or if 
the property taxes are in 
arrears for six months or 
more.

A official of Maclean- 
Hunter Ltd. this week denied 
charges by Consumer Ser¬ 
vices Minister Phyllis Young 
that the magazine firm’s 
subscription methods were 
• rotten” and “questionable.” 

Toronto-based national 
circulation manager Howard 
Adams said the firm hasn’t 
“had a serious complaint 
from anyone in B.C. for more 
than nine months.” 

He was referring to Young’s 
statement in the legislature 
that “the Better Business 
Bureau has named Maclean- 
Hunter as the top violator in 
the field of subscription 
sales.” 

“The only other centre,” 
said Adams, “where we’ve 
had some trouble in recent 
years was in Winnipeg and our 
subscription selling 
techniques are fairly uniform 
across the country. I’d like to 
know the sources of Miss 
Young’s information.” 

He said the agencies his 
company sets up in various 
communities teach the same 
basic sales technique and in 


most cases unsatisfied 
customer have little trouble 
getting refunds. 

“Of course, we have no 
control over individual 
salesmen who decide to make 
their own pitches but we do 
not authorize anyone to make 
claims about working for 
scholarships or that sort of 
thing,” he added. 

Young told the legislature 
her department is attempting 
to get the company to improve 
its subscription sales 
techniques. 

The company, she said, 
would “bring carloads of 
people into a district” selling 
subscriptions on a door-to- 
door basis, using every 
gimmick in the book. “As I 
said, they bring out good 
magazines, but methods used 
in selling them are rotten.”

Jubilee executive director 
Dr. A. C. Pickles told The 
Express that the hospital is 
down to its "last few square 
feet" of usable space with 
every service "extended to 
the limit.” 

"We can’t squeeze any more 
out of the facilities we have,” 
said Dr. Pickles who noted 
that the hospital was filled to 
capacity much of the time and 
patients were having to wait 
an average of three to four 
months for surgery.

Dr. Pickles was interviewed 
after his hospital’s annual 
general meeting held earlier 
this week at the Nurses’ 
Residence on Richmond. 

One special area of concern 
to Pickles was the continued 
expansion of the hospital's 
open heart surgical unit. 

So far the unit has suc¬ 
cessfully operated on more 
than 80 heart patients at a 
current rate of three patients 
a week. It may be necessary 
to step up the weekly rate to 
eight by 1975 which will put 
further strain on existing 
surgical facilities.

British Columbia will need 
2,600 additional teachers to 
carry out its program to 
decrease class sizes 
throughout the province, a 
Social Credit member told the 
legislature this week. 

Harvey Schroeder 
(Chilliwack) said 1,000 new 
teachers will be needed next 
September and 1,600 more in 
the following two years to 
implement the government's 
promise to reduce average 
classroom size by 1.5 pupils a 
year for three years. 

"I commend you, it is a 
positive goal," said 
Schroeder, but he said he 
doubted the province would 
find it easy to hire the number 
ot teachers necessary. 

In a two-hour speech, 
Schroeder found little else to 
praise in the work of 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly. 

"This minister is not sure 
what way to go and we have no 
leadership in the department 
of education," he said, adding 
that people in B.C. are losing 
confidence in her per¬ 
formance. 

Among other criticisms, 
Schroeder condemned the 
government for abolishing 
corporal punishment and said 
more should be done for 
children "who are han¬ 
dicapped on the positive side 
of the ledger" and because of 

their brilliance find school 
boring. 

He also urged the govern¬ 
ment to consider financial 
support for independent 
schools.

2 The Super Royalty. 

Mining and income taxes of almost 50% of net earnings are 
already levied against B.C. Mines by senior governments. Now, 
the provincial government proposes royalties of 5% on net 
sales commencing in 1975 (2.5% this year). In addition, a super 
royalty will be calculated on the price of all metal production. 
When prices are 20% above the basic value of mineral 
production further increases will be assessed a royalty of 50%. 
The Bill makes no allowance for any costs of production, let 
alone provision for inflation, thus taking excessive advantage 
of a mine's good years — the years when funds are accumulated 
for new exploration and — hopefully — new mines and jobs. 

Result: When business has no prospects for a reasonable 
return on investment, it goes elsewhere. 

Faced with these punitive royalties mining companies will simply 
direct their exploration dollars elsewhere. And that means fewer 
mines in future, fewer jobs, smaller payrolls, less purchasing 
of goods and services by mining companies ... and, reduced 
prosperity for every British Columbian.
